THE TAX LkVY. 
The Board of Supervisors have, by the 
usual majority, fixel the tax levy at SI 70, 
which is ten cents less than the estimats 
of the Auditor, though that estimate did 
not include the cost of litigation in the hy­ 
draulic mining suits. This action of the 
Supervisors is outrageous, though we regret 
to say that it is not more so than their 
average official conduct. It entails upon 
the county the payment of seven per cent, 
interest upon a deficit which is clearly 
demonstrated by the Auditor’s own fig­ 
ures. It is unjustifiable, and altogether 
wrong. 
Sacramento county has had a 
financial experience which should have 
taught her officials the danger and mischief 
of shirking present liabilities for the sake of 
making sham exhibits of economy. The 
only lational conclusion to be drawn from 
the action of the Supervisors is that they 
are afraid to face their own work. They 
did not hesitate to plunge the county into 
an unnecessary indebtedness, but they ap­ 
pear to shrink from the consequences of 
their recklessness. They seek to shu/lle 
out of their proper responsibilities, and to 
put off the result of their bad management 
upon their successors. They do this, too, 
at the expense of the public, whom they 
force to pay seven per cent, interest in 
order to screen them. The scheme is about 
as intelligent as the ostrich’s fabled trick 
of hiding its head in the sand in order to 
baffle its pursuers. The Supervisors will 
most certainly be held to a strict account 
for all their sins of commission and omis­ 
sion, and they will not escapo responsi­ 
bility for the heavy expense they have 
entailed upon the county by cutting down 
the tax rate to conceal their tracks. 
THE CZAR’S VISIT TO WARSAW. 


THE FRAUD OP MULTIPLIED LITIGATION. 


Ths Czar must find traveling a good 
deal of a bore under existing circum­ 
stances. Ho is going to Warsaw to meet 
the Emperor of Austria, but before be can 
do so safely it is necessary to put Warsaw 
under police surveillance for several weeks. 
Every stranger must be examined. An 
army of thirty thousand men must be en­ 
camped in the neighborhood. Each sus­ 
picious face must be watched. A number 
of students must be shut up in a fortress 
until the visit is over. And after the 
whole place has been thus ransacked for 
Nihilists, and after every piece of baggage 
brought into it for the past month has been 
carefully examined, the Czar will be notified 
that he may at last ventare to come on. 
Even then the whole line of route will 
have to be guarded, and very probably the 
Emperor will think it necessary to mislead 
the public as to the time of his arrival, or 
even to come in another train than the one 
prepared for him. This is the kind of life 
enjoified upon him by Nihilism, and by 
his own determination to make no conces­ 
sions to his rebellions subjects. It may be 
thought by some that Czardom is dearly 
purchased at such a sacrifice of freedom 
and peace of mind. 
THE "MACHINE- IN NSW YORK 
The “ machine” appears to have sus­ 
tained a really heavy defeat in New York : 
so heavy that it is now said Conkling has 
determined Ho absent himself from the 
State Convention. It is evident that the 
so-called “ half-breeds” are very much more 
numerous and determined in New York 
than had been believed, and that they be­ 
long to a class who are not disposed to 
abandon their course because Conkling s 
prospects have recently grown brighter. 
In fact it looks as if there might be a reso­ 
lute endeavor to force him out of public 
life, or to convey to President Arthur a 
distinct intimation that he cannot afi rd to 
take as his prime minister a public man 
so markedly obnoxious to the controlling 
clement in the Republican party of New 
York. 
It remains to be seen whether 
Conkling will accept the defeat thrust upon 
him, or whether be will try, through his 
lieutenants, to obtain a standing in’Hhe 
Convention. 
At present the majority 
against him seems so heavy that there is 
little or no opening for reprisals on his 
part. 
„ 


The recent decision of the .Supreme 
Court on the Drainage Act appears to have 
rendered the settlement of the issue be­ 
tween the miners and the farmers by any 
other method than litigation impracticable. 
It therefore becomes the duty of all who 
desire to have this mischievous dispute ter­ 
minated, to urge prompt adjudication of it 
in the Courts. The R ecord -U n ion takes 
the plain position that since litigation 
alone can settle the matter, the quicker it 
can be settled by litigation the better. But 
in order to settle it by litigation it is not 
necessary to bring a great number of suits. 
The a-'sertion that it is necessary to do 
this is false. Tae whole question can be 
decided by one suit precisely as well as by 
one hundred. If ths Supreme Court de­ 
clares that hydraulic miners must not 
empty their tailings into the rivers, that 
decision will be accepted by all the miners. 
The assumption that they will ignoro the 
judgment of the Court, and that it 
will be necessary to bring a separate 
suit for every mine, is simply ridiculous. 
It has been put forward for no other 
or better purpose thau to afford the 
figment of an excuse for the otherwise too 
patent rapacity of the attorney who for 
months past has been “ working up” this 
matter. The argument advanced for the 
bringing of a great number of suits ha3 no 
foundation iu fact or reason. Every man 
possessed of common senso knows that 
there is only one question to be deter­ 
mined, and that this question covers the 
whole issue. The idea that the miners 
would be so srlly as to wait until they 
were separately sued, for no possible end 
than to add the cost of litigation to their 
other losses, is in fact almost too prepos­ 
terous to be discussed seriously. 
An 
adverse decision in one case will as a 
matter of course be held to decide the 
whole question, and the miners will not 
throw away their money for the dubious 
satisfaction of obtaining a few months’ or 
weeks’ delay. 
The plain truth is that there is no justi­ 
fication of any ¿kind for this multiplicity of 
suits. The programme was arranged for 
the sole purpose of increasing the emolu­ 
ments of Mr. Cadwalader. W e do not say 
that he was not justified, from the stand­ 
point of his personal interests, in trying to 
get as many suits brought as possible. At 
all events it was perfectly natural for him 
to pursue this course, aud perhaps many 
lawyers in his position would have done 
the same. But it is not at all natural for 
the public who have to pay the cost of this 
litigation, to take for granted the flimsy 
and absurd excuses for bringing many suits 
which liavo been advanced. For those ex­ 
cuses and arguments are palpably thin and 
irrational. They do not represent a real 
state of things at all. They rest altogether 
upon a supposition which is quite incredi­ 
ble and fanciful. 
There is absolutely 
nothing to support the multiplicity of suits 
programme, in short, but the nonsensical 
hypothesis that the miners will persist in 
their operations until each miner has been 
separately sued and has beon separately 
defeated in the Courts. No man of the 
least intelligence believes this for a mo­ 
ment. E-.’en the majority of the Board of 
Supervisors do uot believe it. It ¡3 one of 
the kind of propositions which refute them­ 
selves. 
It is probable that when this multi­ 
plicity of suits programme was first ar­ 
ranged, it was thought that it would be 
unnecessary to dafend it at all. It was 
imagined that public sentiment against 
the hydraulic miners would be so strong 
as altogether to obscuro the public judg­ 
ment, and that the pretense of an ex­ 
tremely vigorous and comprehensive liti­ 
gation, a3 represented by the institution 
of a great number of suits, would be 
accepted as entirely meeting the re­ 
quirements of the situation. 
Bat the 
public happened to pos3C33 cooler heads 
than they had been given credit for, and 
thus when this programme was broached 
they at once began to ask embarrassing 
questions. The Supervisors were doubt­ 
less misled. They were made to believe 
that their action in falling in with the 
attorney’s programme would be popular. 
They too fell into the mistake of under­ 
rating the intelligence 
of the com­ 
munity. And since the programme was 
never capable of being seriously defended, 
and since it was a programme which 
looked worse the more closely it was 
analyzed, the results have been disagree­ 
able to the chief promoters of the scheme. 
At present there remains nothing to be 
said in its behalf. The naked fact stands 
clearly out that no human being save and 
except Mr. George Cadwalader has any­ 
thing to hope or expect from the multipli­ 
cation of suits. It is equally clear that 
the cost or these suits must be an uncom­ 
pensated loss to the tax-payers. 
That is the situation, as fully recognized 
by this community. The action of the 
Supervisors is heartily and generally con­ 
demned. It is the more emphatically 
condemned because those persons previ­ 
ously refused to adopt a much cheapsr 
inode of doing the same thing, which was 
offered to them, and by clinging without 
rhyme or reason to the original programme 
justified the suspicion that they had made 
some arrangement adverse to the public 
interest. Nobody believes that the ex­ 
penditure of §12,000 on this litigation by 
the county of Sacramento was necessary 
to the settlement of the dispute with the 
miners. Nobody believes that any return 
will be had for the money. Nobody be­ 
lieves that it will have been earned by Mr. 
Cadwalader if he ever gets it. In fact 
everybody believes the whole affair to be a 
job, and a job which reflects great discredit 
upon the majority of the Board of Super­ 
visors. It is not thus that the question of 
litigation should have been approached. 
One suit is quite sufficient to determine all 
the issues in the controversy. One suit 
will determine these issues, and then it 
will be seen, even more clearly than now, 
how completely fraudulent and false was 
the pretense that it was in any way neces­ 
sary to multiply suits in order to attain 
the end aimed at. The Record-Union is 
prepared to support a proper method of 
litigation, but assuredly it is not prepared 
to countenance methods which involve 
neither more nor less than a robbery of the 
taxpayers.

A recent visitor to Independence Lake, 
which is in the northern part of Meadow 
Lake township, Nevada county, writes to 
th« Nevada Transcript: The lake is 7,078 
feet above the level of the sea. It is three 
and a half miles long, anil varies from a 
mile to about half a mile in width. At its 
head rises a range of mountains, a portion 
of which are still capped with snow and 
present a beautiful sight. Fish are plenti­ 
ful, being caught at all seasons ot the year, 
although in larger quantities during the 
spring than at auy other time. Trout are 
caught in large cumbers in tho winter 
when the ice is from two to six inches 
thick. A wooden box resembling a sentry- 
box, six feet high and four feet wide, with 
a door, is carried on to the ice, over a hole 
a foot square that has been cut therein. 
By using a hook and line, it is no nncotc- 
mon thing for a person to pull twenty-live 
fish through the hole before breakfast.

•Jeronimo took the horses and mule3. Biddlj 
took thirty women and children prisoners to 
Thomas. The horses and males belonged to 
Frazier, the freighter, but tuey did not take 
the pack train. I have no hesitation in 
stating it as my opinion that there would 
have been no stampede if there had been no 
troops. Colonel Price’s command is camped 
eight miles from the Agency, The hostiles 
have driven off all the new bands of hoists 
he:ded on Eagle creek—over thirty in num­ 
ber. Seventy-four Chiricahnas are cn the 
war-path, making about 150 hostiles cut. 
General Willcox has started to Grant.

The reverend gentleman spoke without notes or 
manuscript, and in that easy, conversational man­ 
ner that s > certainly warms the hearer to the 
speaker. 
His ?uhj< ct was “ The Influence of Re­ 
ligion on Civilization.” 
An outline sketch of the 
loctore*will serve to indicate tho trend of the 
thought and to disclose the ceutral idea. 
The tru.- etymohgy of the word religion m aybe 
said to be to retie, to bind or retie human Dature 
to God, while civilization is tho harmony of the 
race—man and society at their best, for the law of 
civtlizali r is the law of harmony, while the law of 
religion is the law regulating th* worship of an in­ 
ferior to a superior. To show the relation oí re­ 
ligion to civilization, os exemplified by the world’s 
history, he called attention to a large diagram, com­ 
posed of cloth of five colors, put together to form a 
paralellogram, and out of which diagram he evolved, 
it may He said, his whole lecture, as a teacher woulu 
an object lesson before a cla3s. 
This diagram was 
intended to show the fruits of religion in civilization, 
and, in order to explain it, it wili be necessary to 
anticipate the lecturer in his method.

What 
I is force? We don’t know, but we know their effects. 
We do not know esseatially what law is. We know 
things arc so, and m iy bo so, but we do not know 
they will be so. 
You cannot enter un ii a religious 
life"logically, or demonstrate it as a mathematical 
problem. When religion (6) begins to overlap force 
and merge with philosophy we call it theology, 
or philosophy that takes on a religious char­ 
acter. There i9, then, perfect correll.tion, for the­ 
ology also absorbs in part the political forces. The 
movement of this age is to discredit the idea of 
Godin liis superintending power and influence in 
the universe, and to put in His place man, with all 
his p.ssiims and conflicts. 
Will you consent, asked 
the’ lecturer, that all the social relations tf life 
shall be shorn of religious motive ? Look at his­ 
tory and see how as religious force and mo­ 
tivé shrank iuto smaller compass and out of 
social life, that 1 fa 
declined and lowered its 
standard.

raent. Mythology was the worship of Nature, and 
had in it no parental idea. Ancestral religion was 
the reverse, and recogniz’d only fatherhood—tho 
male line was the divine line, and the female only 
receptive of it 
The idea of the immortility cf the 
soul permeated all the ancient rae.s having notable 
record in history. Ancestral worship was based on 
the idea that all authority came from the creative 
power. Out of that arose the family. With the 
ancestral worshipers the tombs cf their ancestors 
were the center of their dwellings, and there stood 
the family altar, around which all clso centered. 
Divinity was then in man, and net recognized in 
woman—nowadays what there is of it is on the 
side of woman, he thought, and not of man. 
That idea, however, was the underlying principle 
of civilization down to the comirg of Cicsar. At 
this day the bride comes to the bridal altar in white, 
and veiled. 
Why ? Because it is a relic of tho 
ancestral worship era. Then, the priestesses of the 
altars were maidens and clothed in white. The 
women of the family were the priests of the family. 
When the maiden married she was led by a mule 
relative to the ancestral altar or tomb, veiled and in 
white, aud them, the ancestral gods being invoked, 
she dissolved all relation with the family—cut her­ 
self * ff from her household gods. It w. s a solemn 
aud private ceremony. No profane (strange) eye 
could witness it. Even the bridegroom was not 
present. He received the bride at the gate and, 
conducting her to the altar of his ancestral gods, by 
a supposed deceit in claiming her a3 his daughter 
secured her ad ption by them into his household 
in such a marriage there could be no divorce—it 
was rare, and when it was had, it came about by 
reverse processes and a parting at the altar, with 
curses and renunciation. When the bride was ac­ 
cepted by the bridegroom’s gods, then thev broke 
cakes and poured on the altars libations of wine, 
whence comes our custom of the bridal feast. Now, 
what wag the < ffect on civilization ? Marriage was 
then a sacrament, not a festival as now. 
Whom 
the godg had joined could not be sundered, save by 
the gods. '1 he infidelity o? the wife was not only 
falsity to the husband, but an offense to the gods ; 
sacrilege, because it was th • introduction r.f false 
blood iuto the family, and so it was punishable with 
death. 
For two hundred years the Roman Govern­ 
ment was sacerdotal. fi h*n came the patricians, who 
sa d we. are paires, father?, and the gods no longer 
rule ; we rule. When Servius Tullus came he be­ 
gan to break down ancestral worship and to secular­ 
ize, and he favored a lower class, aud so the plebians 
began to be felt, navigators, merchants, tradesmen, 
etc. These latter sought to marry the daughters of 
patricians, but they ^aid nay, for they are our 
daughters and hence the daughters of gods. Then 
the plebians replied. “ If you are gods you made 
them.” “ Yes.” “ You can kill your own crea­ 
tion?” “ Yes.” “ Then you can sell it? ’ “ Yes.” 
“ Then sell us your daughters.” And they did, and 
marriage sales are made to this d*y, only now it is 
the young men who are cftcncst sold perhaps. So 
marriage became a contract, and its sacredtess de­ 
parted out 
of 
it, and as it was a contract 
it could be broken, and thence came divorce under 
the law, and the plebian husband could send back 
the wife. 
There were several kinds of reparation— 
one based on the idea that there was no marriage 
at pH between the two clarees named ; one that t ic 
contract could be broken by return of the wife, and 
one custom p-evailed, if the wife absenting herself 
three full days each year from her husband, all 
going to the recognition of tho mere contract in 
marriage, and the dropping out i f all religious ele­ 
ments. So to day in our laws marriage ia a con­ 
tract requiring willingness, ability and consumma­ 
tion or execution. 
So with such an education 
as to marriage, what becomes of the relation? 
and what is its effect upon civilization? are ques­ 
tions of gravity. 
With the decay of the anc2stral 
idea came Caesar. Wliv did Cse-jar come? Because 
he must come. It was a result inevitable. The 
speaker then came to the diagram, and explained 
what he design- d it to i! ustrat-e—namely that force 
(4) on the one side, and philosophy (5) on the other 
were at their minimum, when religion (1, 2, 3) was 
at its maximum. Philosophy and force increased as 
religion shrank, until at Christ the positions were 
reversed. Justas religion diminished its breadth 
force and philosophy increased theirs. With the 
maximum of religion there was the maximum of 
morality, and the minimum of State power, aud of 
philosophy. Then descend in£ the State displaced 
polytheism and disunited civil ard religious laws, 
and philosophy uh i s side displaced religion. 
Th? n tbe baria of morality and law changed 
from the will of the gods to the collective 
: Will of men. as a State, and finally, at the %oming 
of Caspar, iher.’ was this condition of things : the 
minimum of religion, the maximum «>f State power 
and immorality and philosophy—the correlation was 
perfect. Precisely, that it to say, as the religious 
force diminished in its influence on human conduct, 
so the philosophic and the political forces increased, 
and finally, at tbe maximum of the latter, there 
was a world fitter for deaiis than gods. Morali'y 
and human society went down precisely as religious 
force declined. All history teils of the shocking 
immorality 
of

human conduct, and what sort of society have we 
got? History proves that as the obligations 
of human 
beings to God, even a false one, 
diminished, immorality 
increased.

testible evidences of history. Science is n t at­ 
tacked. Its onward march is not to be checked. 
No one would stay it in its opening up of the paths 
of knowledge, but wHl you send for the chemist to 
deal with the sympathies, to bind in marrisge, to 
counsel the soul, to soothe the dying, to control the 
pafsions, to bring men to penitence and befitting 
sorrow for wrong ? From the Cbrist-Cjcsar point— 
the maximum of force and philosophy—religions 
force 
began 
again 
to broaden, 
until finally 
on tbe one hand philosophy fades into it, and on 
the other it overlaps political force.

that Christianity hod its opportunity ar d sank, and 
that tbe dark ages ret led over the world. For that 
Christianity is not to be held responsible ; but the 
secular power is responsible, for it was then a t it3 
broadest, aud on it rests the blame for the condition 
of the world.

to settle up the lines of railroad with the 
proper kind of immigrants. 
“ From what Mr. Towne srdd,” continued 
Captain Merry, "w e were given to untier- 
st .nd that the Union Pacific Railroad people 
were not at all dispoaei to allow immigrants 
to pass beyond tbe line of their own road, 
either into California or OregoD. 
When 
the 
Southern

amicable 
arrangement 
with 
some 
through line, a proper scheme for landing 
immigrants would be put in motion. Mr. 
Towne showed that the railroad people are 
at last fully alive to the great importance of 
promoting immigration, and admitted that 
they had not done all thty would have done 
in the past. 
Mr. Towne couid givo no 
promise of reduced farts under the present 
arrangement uilh the Union Pacific. 
He 
pave us the impression that the raiiroad peo­ 
ple had recently coo-idtred this subject, and 
it is probable that they have some plan ia 
view. They are evidently very frieDdly to 
the project, aud when they see their way 
clear will arsist us with all the means in their 
power. Governor Stanford will return in 
about thirty days, and I think ia two months 
we will have effected some sort of arrange­ 
ment which will be satisfactory.” 
The Secretary stated that only one reply 
had been received to letters sent to United 
States Laud Agents asking for information 
about unoccupied Government lands. This 
was from J. C. Bradlev, Register at Marys­ 
ville, and r-cited, in effect, that there were 
nearly 1 200,000 acres of surveyed end unsur­ 
veyed Government lands in th rt district not 
yet disposed of, mostly foothill and mountain 
1 aid, and largely unfit for cultivation or S3t- 
tlsmeut. 
Large quantities of this land will 
some day be valuable f r orchard and vine­ 
yard purposes, but not till a system of irriga­ 
tion is put in operation. 
. 
Letters were read from Richard Gibson, 
who proposed a Stato Irrigatiou Bureau, un­ 
der the auspices of the Board of Trade. 
Sumner tV. Bugbee read a lengthv paper 
on what ho termed “ A Self-supporting Im ­ 
migration Bureau.” He had jm t returned 
from a two years’ tour of Europe, where he 
found the country fl joded with circulars rep­ 
reses ticg the advantages of IvanBas, Tessa 
and the Union Pacific lands; but nothing 
about California. 
Ho propose to issue col­ 
ored photographic view, showing the dis­ 
tinctive features of the State, accompanied 
by full and correct statistical information. 
The movement must have the official indorse­ 
ment of the Governor of the State and resi­ 
dent Consuls of European powers.

Bugbee’s plan further contemplates levy 
ing upon the

photographed

penses of the undertaking, aud for enough 
more to secure a crpit .l for other kindred 
purposes.
